WICHITA COUNTY DELEGATION VISITS THE DAIRY 


FARMS IN WONDERFUL WISE COUNTY, MARCH 16 


(From Wichita Times) 
Wise county, Texas leading milk 
producing 
county, 
was 
visited 
on 
March IU by a group of Wichita coun­ 
ty farmers and business men. with a 
view to obtaining information on some 
phases of the dairying industry, and 
in the hope of stimulating greater in­ 
terest in dairying, in this county. 
Tho chief purpose of the trip was 
to find out how the hull circle works 
ttnd whether Wise county’s bull circle, 
the only one on the Fort Worth and 
Denver railway, has been successful 
to the extent that 
Wichita county 
should adopt the plan. 
The W ichitans found Wise county 
dairymen absolutely sold on the bul! 
circle, 
completely 
convinced 
of 
its 
efficacy. 
Members of the circle can 
see, in the black and white figures 
ol 
tho cow-testing association, how 
purebred bulls have begotten daugh­ 
ters whose milk, 
in 
both quantity 
and richness, surpassed that af their 
(lams. 
With ti cow-testing associa­ 
tion organized and in active opera­ 
tion. the increase is not a matter of 
guess-work : it is r:'carded in figures 
that tell the story plainly enough. 
the Wichita county delegation re­ 
turned entirely convinced that there 
would be a bull circle in this county. 
aud a cow-testing assedation as well. 
It 
there Ii J id been more than two 
dozen on the trip, aud if it had been 
participated in by business men from 
till points in tin* county instead of 
just from Electra, tin* gospel of better 
breeding and accurate records coulo 
be 
more 
generally 
and

preached in this county.

milk t# hogs, chickens and calves. 
Texas creameries have to compete in 
buying this cream, with plants in 
Iowa, Nebraska and Kansas.

oldest cotton counties in Northwest 
Texas. 
Soon after th** civil war, set­ 
tlers from Georgia and Alabama mi­ 
grated there to repair the fortunes 
that had been wrecked by the war. 
In the rich virgin soil of that region, 
they soon established cotton farming 
oil a profitable scale. 
Cotton was 
planted on the same land, year after 
year. 
The soil that had been held In 
place by the range grass soon began 
to wash away and disintegrate, with 
cotton as the chief crop. 
The experience that followed was 
that of virtually every other cotton 
county iii the Flout Ii. 
The richness 
of the soil was washed away from 
the unterraced fields into the gulf 
or sucked out by decade after decileb 
of 
un-rota ted, 
undiversified 
cotton 
fa rilling. 
Reclaiming by Farming 
When 
Wise county realized, and 
seized upon, its dairying opportunity, 
it was on a decline, as a cotton coun­ 
ty. 
Dairying served to hold together 
an agricultural community that could 
not possibly have been held together 
by cotton farming. 
Today one can 
see some tracts so scarred by gullies 
and so completely stripped of soil 
nutriment that no effort is made ti 
farm them. 
But on the other hand. 
one can see a number of tracts that 
have been reclaimed by terracing, and 
still other tracts where terraces give 
assurance that the erosion is checked, 
that moisture will be conserved, and 
that the plant-fixx! elements iii the 
soil will be retained. 
Today Wise county dairymen ship 
something over a million pounds of 
whole milk to Dallas and Fort Worth 
each month. 
The total 
is nearly 
thirteen million jxmnds a year.

owned by Mr. Burriss is one of the 
oldest in Wise county, and the dairy 
barn is quite an ancient structure. 
The stanchions are of 2 by 4 timber, 
quite ingeniously made, and so simple I

The barn has a dirt floor, bul 
it is kept clean. 
A Real Modern Farm 
Mr. Burriss’ farm is often ixrfnted 
out as one iii which full use is made 
of electricity. 
Electric current drives 
the milking machine, grinds the feed, 
pumps the water and performs other 
tasks. 
With 30 cows being milked, 
two men get thru with the milking 
in jig-time by using the machines. 
This farm can also be cited as an 
illustration of the value of the bull 
circle, and that is what the Wichi­ 
tans were most interested in.

ford, You'll Do, is kept on the place. 
The other bulls in the circle are rn 
the same strain, and remarkable uni 
Morality is noticeable in 
their off­ 
springs.

money on $2.40 milk than soraee Elec­ 
tra farmers are on $2.80 milk. 
I lie cow-testing association figures 
amply demonstrate the value of the 
bull circle to a farm like that of the 
elder Burriss. 
He has seen consis­ 
tent gains made by his young cows 
over their mothers’ production, not 
only in the quantity of milk, but in 
the butter-fat content. 
The Btirrisses, father and san, have 
built up their herds with grade cows 
bred to registered hulls. 
The next 
herd visited, that of liecatur College, 
is a straight thorobred herd,

College, where he is studying dairy 
husbandry. 
Bulls to the value of 
$500 have lx*en sold, and the milk 
from the original heifer, and from 
her daughters, has added substantial­ 
ly to the income. 
AVise county hasn’t as many dairy 
cattle just now as it had two years 
ago. 
The reason for this is that the 
new 
dairying counties of Grayson, 
Harrison, Smith, Wichita and others 
have drawn on Wise county for cows 
and bulls for their herds. 
Stops are 
now being taken to rehabilitate flu* 
herds that have thus depleted. 
In 
this 
connection, 
they 
tell 
a 
story on one Wichita county man 
Ile bought a small herd, rejecting 
one cow because lie didn’t like her 
looks. 
The Wise county man kept 
the cow, and the following year the 
figures of the cow-testing association 
showed her to be the champion pro­ 
ducer of the county. 
That story is 
considered as good argument for a 
cow-testing association as could be 
found anywhere. 
The cow-test ing is done by Guy 
Powell, county agent, who once serv­ 
ed Wichita county as a dairy inspect­ 
or. 
Mr. Powell escorted the Wichi­ 
tans on their tour, and saw to it 
that the interesting points at each 
farm were brought out. 
The improvement in Wise county’s 
production per cow*, as a result of 
the bull circle, is revealed by Mr. 
Powell’s 
figures 
for 
the 
last 
two 
years. 
There were found to be 11 
gallon cows, as compared with 
two the year previous. 
The average production 
of 
per cow increased 60.5 pounds, 
figure was 539 pounds for the 
year, 5l^).5 for the second. 
Average
